They are native FUJmnos 
and will argue for the independence of 
the Philippines. 


BELLIGERENT K1GIITS. 


LcuUcr of the Philippine Insurgent* 


Making Trouble. 


Manila, Sept. 12.—Aguinaldo clings $o 


the Impossible idea of joint occupation. 
The Americans are willing to continue 
the condition of thing* prior to the sur- 
render^of Manila, but the insurgents are 
continually encroaching and ,%re con- 
stantly working in the tienches sur- 
rounding the city. They declare that 
they are merely strengthening them- 
eelves against the Spanish, but actually 
they are menacing the Americans. 


The Spanish have been endeavoring to 


provoke a conflict, telling the Filipinos 
that the Americans Intend to return the 
islands to Spain. A great many Filipi- 
nos believe the story and think that in 
that case the Amei leans would re-es- 
tablish the Spanish, power. Theie has 
been considerable petty deviltry, such 
as robberies, assaults, kidnapping, etc., 
the tendency of which la to create fric- 
tion. The perpetrators usually wear the 
insurgent uniform. 
Information is 


reaching: the American authorities that 
the Spanish are inciting much of the dis- 
order in the hope of producing trouble 
between the Americans and the insur- 
gents. High Spanish officials are ac- 
cused of being concerned In this scheme. 


The Filipinos practically demand rec- 


ognition nf their belligerency as a condi- 
tion precedent to their withdrawal from 
the territory and ignore the impossibility 
of the Americans gi anting such a de- 
mand. A councillor who Is close to Agui- 
naldo declares that the insurgents would 
insist upon reviving an assurance of 
.recognition etfeh at the cost of a conflict 
'with the Americans. The uselessness of 
euch a course belog explained to him, he 
replied: "We can only die." 


Aguinaldo himself said: "When the 


rebellion started, independence was the 
eole idea of the Filipinos. Since the 
Americans have been forced to interfere, 
the Filipinoa hopa to gain some reward 
from the Americans for their work and 
sacrifices of blood, life and treasure. 
They live for recognition of their lib- 
erty," 


This la the first public admission from 


Aguinaldo that the Filipinos would be 
•atisfied with anything lej,s than abso- 
lute Independence. He has transferred 
his headquarters to Malolos, 30 miles 
jiorth of Manila. It was-a good strate- 
gical move. 
Maloloa is difficult to at- 


tack, and Admiral Dewey's guns will not 
reach there. 


A gentleman connected with an expe- 


dition under Instructions to study the 
situation and conditions here and re- 
port concerning the advisability of the 
^Americans retaining the Islands, has 
formed these conclusions from personal 
nvestlg-ntionand conversation with lead- 
Ing Filipinos, both of the insurgents and 
,those not allied with them; Spanish offi- 
cials, army, naval and civil; Spanish 
business men, Spanish prisoners and for- 
eigners of all nationalities interested 
here. "The enormous wealth and unde- 
velopodVesources of the Islands," he said, 
"is undisputed. Then, fir&t, the people 
tart* docile and easily managed and would 
readily submit to any government that 
"would control them firmly and protect 
and direct them without tho oppression 
nnd Injustice they suffered under the 
Spanish. They are absolutely unfitted 
for citizenship, as the term is under- 
stood In America, The Filipinos would 
be unable to maintain an Independent 
goveinment. even in the island of Luzon, 
4f they could establish It. The Spanish 
would be utterly unablo at any time in 
the near ftiturf to discharge the duty 
of government townrd life and property 
In the Island of Luzon. The form of gov- 
ernment in the American territories 
prior to their admission to statehood 
IWould be impracticable here."

RIOT OF ANARCHY. 


Wound Which Killed the 


Austrian Empress. 


Murderer Gloats In His 


Crime. Services In 


Geneva Today- 


Geneva, Switzerland, Se^t. 12—The 


post moitern examination of the le- 
niains of the late empioas uf. Austria 
show s thut the weapon of the anarch- 
ist completely transfixed the heart, 
penetrating three and one-half inches, 
making a wound four inches wide. Only 
remarkable uill sower and natural 
eneigy allowed her to walk 50 yards 
after she was struck. 


The body of the empress was en- 


closed in a coffin, and placed in a 
room hung with black draperies. 
A 


sister of charity 
was 
constantly 


kneeling beside the casket. 


An Imposing demonstration of sym- 


pathy by the federal council began at 
noon. The populace stood* bareheaded 
before 
the 
hotel. 
The 
procession 


lasted an hour, and all - stores were 
closed. 


Geneva, S«»t>l., 12.—The deepest in- 


dignation prevails at the act of the Ital- 
ian anarchist who assassinated Empress 
Elizabeth of Austria in this city Satur- 
day. 
She flras about to board a steam- 


hoat for Ca.ux, France, when she was 
murdered. 
Her suite had 
preceded 


her by train, leaving with, her only her 
maid 6f .honor, tho Baroness Von Roths- 
child, and a man servant. Thus it was 
that the murderer was given an oppor- 
tunity to carry out the design 
upon 


which he had meditated for two days. 


The empress was travelling incognito, 


and as a con^quence was Without the 
police protection which would have been 
accoided her had the officials of the 
department been awnrc of her presence, 
everything, therefore, conspired to give 
the assassin full swing in carrying out 
bis purpose. 
H&r majesty was walking: 


from her hotel to the landing when he 
sudctcnJy approached and stabbed her to 
the heart. 
The empress fell, got up 


again, and was carried to the steamer 
unconscious. 
Her last words were ad- 


dressed to the attendants of ttv steam- 
er. 
Recovering consciousness for a 


moment she feebly asked, vhat bad 
happened. 


As yet the authorities have found no 


confirmation Of the report that the mur- 
der wag part df an anarchist corsplracy; 
but a dozen persons with whom the as- 
sassin associated have been arrested for 
examination. He maintains a cynical 
demeanor and frankly congratulates 
hImt>eK upon the cuccess of hls'crlme. 
He says: "I am an anarchist, but I be- 
long to ro committee. I acted on my 
own initiative. Let them do as they like 
with me. That is my strength. If fill 
anarchists did their duty as I huVe done 
mine bourgeois society would coon dis- 
appear." He admitted that he knew the 
erlmo was useless, but he cftmtnittprt it 
"for the salie Of example." The assassin 
said he cams to Geneva with the Inten- 
tion of killing ths Duke of Orleans, but 
the latter had already left. Ke then re- 
turned to Geneva and, learning from the 
papers of the presence of the Austrian 
empress, he decided to attack her. 
, Emperor Francis Joseph having tele- 
graphed the Austrian minister, Count 
Von Kuefstein, to consent to a post- 
mortem Examination, two physicians 
and Mr. Golday, the mayor of Geneva, 
were entrusted with the examination of 
the wiund, on behalf of the judicial au- 
thorities. At the close of the examlna- 
t!on they announced that death was 
caused by "internal hemorrhage trom a 
triangular incised wound." 
They de- 


cided that the Injury was of a character 
to leave no grounds for the theory, which 
had baen advanced, that the empress, 
\\ bo suffered from weakness of the heart, 
anight have succumbed simply to the 
shock of the blow. 


Th f emperor, It is said, had been 


troubled from the beginning of the year 
with gloomy forebodings, and was often 
heard to express a fervent wish that the 
Jubilee were over. 
H2s brother, Arch- 


duke Ijudwig Victor, was dining at a 
restaurant in the jubilee exhibition at 
Vienna when the news of the assas- 
sination reached him. 
He hastened to 


Schoenbrunn, where, on meeting the 
emperor, a deeply affecting scene en- 
sued. 
The emperor Is very much agi- 


tated.

Vienna, each time changing his mind. 
He la unable to oat anything. 
His 


fln-isrhlM, Archduchess Valerie, 
re- 


rinirs rinetartly at.his side. 


A filo, found late laSi nigrU, nas been 


'rtentlfied by the assassin a.s the weapon 
he u^txl. His name, though heretofore 
variously given and published here 
Ijucrheni, Larches! and Leccessi, is now 
paid to be LulglnJ. The Italian records 
show that LrUigint wna an Illegitimate 
child, who took his mother's name. 
He has twice been arrested as a de- 
laulter from military service. 


Terrible Shock to til* Etnpernr. 


Vienna, Sept. 12.—The emperor's forti- 


tude is the topic of universal admiration. 
Jle is bearing up manfully despite the 
terrible shock, which. In view of his age, 
had inspired the gravest apprehension. 
Although at flrst stunned and then 
slightly hysterical, he soon regained his 
self-control and displayed remarkable 
calmness. Occasionally, however, com 
(pletely overponvered by his grief, he 
monned pltcously, repeatedly sobbing 
the namo of the empress. Addressing 
Prince Von Liechtenstein, chief marshal 
of the Imperial household, he exclaimed: 
"It Is Inconceivable how a man could lift 
J»!o hand n gainst one who never !n hei 
jie injiirru aiiyuimy, oiw wno am notning* 
but good." Then he moaned: "Nothing 
Is spared to me In this world." 


The shock of the nr-ws crazed one of 


fthc court servants, who rushed from tho 
palnco, shrieking; "Whore Is the mur- 
'derer tof the empress?." 


A FIRE RAVISHED CITY. 


Conflagrat'on's Sweeping Work In 


liiitish Columbia. 
\ 


Suffering and Despair of Hun- 


dreds of People. 


Only Two Industries Escaped Onslaught of the 


devouring Flames. 


Vancouver, 13 C., Sept. 12.—New West- 


minster, the chief city on the Frazer 
Mver, presents a fearful scene of deso- 
'Jation today, flre having wiped out the 
whole of the business portion. There is 
no't a public building standing in the cen- 
tral portion of the city. 
" Fanned by a fierce wind, almost a gale, 
the fire, which "was started on tha water 
*lde by sparks from, a passing steamer, 
spread with such rapidity that 10 streets 
were blazing in thiee hours, tind only- 
smoking ashes mark the spot where 
scores of houses formerly stood. Hand- 
eome blocks, banks and churches went 
up In emoke. The catbAral of the dio- 
cese la no more. 
Hundreds of people are helpless, and 


relief is being rushed from this city. The 
newspaper offices are gone, as well as 
the Canadian Pacific railroad station, 
three river steamers, a railway bridge 
and a number of private houses. It 13 
also f wired that some lives have been 
Jost. The burned city !s 12 miles from 
|iere. 
Returning to Vancouver from the flre- 


ravishefl city is like coming from n land 
of desolation and ruin to another oC 
smiling plenty. In New Westminster not 
a business hduse stands. Despair and 
suffering are the lot of hundreds of poor, 
homeless f61k. Food, clothing and aid 
of all kinds are being dispatched from 
Vancouver to the ill-fated city. 


At the time of writing, It is not known 


ho-,v many people lost their lives, but It 
is feared several must have been burned 
•to death. It is said that John Camp- 
bell, a fireman, fell off a roof of a burn- 
ing building and was killed, while a wo- 
inan dropped dead from fright. Two 
other women who were 111 died while be- 
ing taken from their homes. Three river 
steamers, the Edgar, Gladys and Non 
Accord, were destroyed. 


New Westminster today Is witbout a 


store of any kind, without newspapers 
and without food, save that tvhlrh Is be- 
ing hurried over from here. It Is Impos- 
sible lust now to estimate the amount cf 
damage, but it ranges up in the hun- 
dreds of thousands. Every industry eav e 
the big Royal City planing- mills and 
Clove Canning company has been wiped

VAPOR IGNITED. 


Expiation Wrecked Ilalldfng* and Caused 


1be XiM* of £lfe. 


Philadelphia, Sept. 13.—Several lives 


were lost Sunday night by the explo- 
sion of gasoline vapor in the cellar of 
a grocer5T kept by Samuel Schattenstein. 
The exact number will not be known 
until the ruins are searched aftA a care- 
ful census Is made of those who oc- 
cupied the thickly populated structures 
Four bodies were found before work for 
the night was suspended. 


Estimates of thenumber of mlsslni; 


vary from 18 to six. 
The accepted 


theory of the accident Is that Schatten- 
stein went into the cellar with a lamp, 
which Ignited the fumes of the gasoline 
From the position of his body and that 
o£ his son on the front steps, it is 
thought they were emerging from th-1 
house when caught by the falling waiK 
The collapse of the buildings occurred 
within two minute<s of the explosion, and 
the occupants had IHtte time or no 
chance to escape. 
Mrs. Goldberg 


snatched up her 10-months-old child 
and rushed for an exit, but the child was 
so badly injured that It died while being 
borne to a hospital. Strangely enough 
the mother escaped with only trlflinp 
injuries. 


At 6:45 o'clock a sergeant of police was 


talking with one of his men on tht 
opposite side of the street, when, with- 
out a moment's warning, there was n 
terrific explosion, which was followed b> 
a crash. 
Mingled with this were cri^s 


of human beings. 
Without loss of 


time, one of the policemen struck thr 
alarm box nearby, while another rang 
for ambulances. 
The engines and six 


of the hospital wagons were there with- 
in 20 minutee, and a large force of police 
men also appeared on the scene. 
The- 


work of rescue was begun forthwith. 


All of the dead and injured wens* In 


the buildings at the time of the disaster, 
and as the walls collapsed almost In a 
perpendicular direction no pa&sershy 
were Injured by flying debris. 
The 


force of the explosion was so great, 
however, that all of the windows in thv 
houses across the street wero broken 
by the concussion.

jTerome, near here, was completely wiped 
out by flre Sunday morning, entailing 
a loss of over $1,000,000 in property. 
Eleven bodies have so far been recov- 
ered, while a score or more are said to 
t>p in thp ruins or missing. 
1 The fire originated in a cabin and 
fan rapidly. 
It was confined exclu- 


sively lo the bublnuas portion of the 
town, and the open spnce Intervening 
between it and the mammoth works of 
the United Verde company saved the 
patter's plant, otherwise the loss and 
Buttering would have been terrible. 


Over 150 residences, avernglng In value 


12000; 25 general merchandise antft.Tner 
Stores, saloons, etc., of all kinds, were 
wiped out; in short, not a single business 
house remains. The only building to 
•scape was the Methodist church. Th« 
number of people wh* art hom«l«M is 
placed at 1600.

DISGUSTING POLITICS. 


Whatever may have been the efforts 


•among certain political workers to stir 
up a "war spirit last spring, it is now 
disgustingly evident that some of them 
are doing all in their power to make 
political capital out of their efforts to 
relieve the suffering caused by the war 
and to care for the soldiers. The coun- 
try is glad and proud to do what it 
can to make lighter the sufferings of 
those who fought in Cuba, to provide 
for th^m all that can be done to insure 
their quick recovery, and to care for 
them as may best ba done. In all this 
work the hand of, the politican is aa 
welcome as the hand of any. But to 
attempt to make political capital out 
of these efforts is the meanest and 
most to be despised of anything that a 
politician can do. So insinuating is it 
that it is calculated to deceive those 
for whose approbation it is done, with- 
out consciousness of its true purpose. 
But "When recognized it should merit 
all the condemnation of an honest man 
who despises an attempt to ^\ork for 
personal gain under the guise of caring 
for heroes who are suffering. 


As prominent men in other matters, 


It is natural that those whose interests 
are political should be prominent also 
In the relief work. It has been so In 
Berkshire county, and the people have 
recognized the real interest in the sol- 
diers and the manhood and sincerity 
of the men who have taken the lead 
and continued to do what they could 
for the men of Company M and the 
others whom the county has sent out 
to do service for the country. 


But in some places there have been 


cases so palpable that they stand out 
unmasked as the basest of political 
baseness. A case in point is that of two 
Ohio factions, whose rivalry to be first 
to help the soldiers and to prevent each 
other from doing so would be laugh- 
a-ble were it not so despicable. Each 
faction fitted' out a special train in 
which to bring back to the state the 
Ohio soldiers from Camp Thomas. A 
race began to the camp, eacb side bent 
on depriving the other of the honor of 
the return of the soldiers. One secured 
a start of many miles on the other, but 
on the way was sidetracked and passed 
by its rival. When it finally reached 
the camp its promoters found that the 
other party had outwitted them, and 
carried the soldiers away in triumph. 


And that is the capital with which 


the successful faction will, claim the 
honor ol being the soldiers' friend and 
helper. Both sides were Republican, 
and while the Democrats are working 
with their equally political claims of 
Alger's incompentency, the Republi- 
cans will fight over the Question of 
who helped the volunteers. Politics of 
the meaner type will always find an 
cppoi tunlty in ttrm- i*>f ivnr, no mntt^r 
what the call for men of real manhood 
ajid courage. But when an occurrence 
like that related is the result, the mo- 
tive becomes BO apparent as to defeat 
itself. If the Republicans of Ohio are 
to win, it will have to be on other 
grounds than the two special train* to 
Camp Thomas, 


TUB ITVVKftTlGATIOlS 


The President nan ordered an Inquiry 


into th* conduct of the war, and named 
the comrninBlon to whom he wishes to 
IntniBt thin Important duty. The men 
whom ho hau chosen are well known 
to the country, and arc men In whose 
findings the people may well have con- 
fidence. Four of tho committee have 
been prominent in military lines, and 
arc fitted to look at the conduct of the 
•war from n, nokltcr'n point of a vlow, 
M IB proper. Two tut) former nccrota- 


rtes of war, and all are fair minded 
men whose judgment la to be respected. 
The President has done well In MB 
choice, and the public will await the 
finding* of this bourd before placing 
the blame for any wilful neglect or in- 
capacity which has been alleged. 


The holding of the Inquiry U de- 


signed to cover all tho conduct of the 
commlQBary, quartermaster and medi- 
cal bureaus during the war. But In the 
popular mind the chief result will be to 
decide the question of the responsibil- 
ity of Secretary Alger for what seem- 
ingly unnecessary suffering there has 
been. Until It reports, therefore, it is 
well to suspend popular judgment, 


bffsed on facts the relations of which 
are by no means seen or understood. 
To call for the immediate removal of 
the secretary on what the public knows 
Is unwise and opposed to the principles 
of Justice. The fact that there waa aw- 
ful Buffering, which seems to all to 
have been unnecessary, needs no repe- 
tition. The condition of the returned 
soldiers is evidence of it. But this is 
not France and should not be made a 
Dreyfus case in Its methods, nor is it 
a case in which the public should put 
itself In the position of the untutored 
Arab who shrieks "Kill de umpire."

Shot abd Killed In Greenneia. 


Greenfield, Sept. 12.—Patrick Toomey,

According to Hamilton's statement, he 
passed the men, merely exchanging a 
few words, when Toomeyt in a fit of 
anger, rushed after him, and, grasping 
Hamilton by the shoulder, said with an 
oath, "I'll nx you." 


Hamilton pulled a self-cocking rw- 


volver from his pocket and told Toomey 
|Yiot to make a 
step 
toward him. 


Toomey made the step, and Hamilton 
fired, and without waiting to see if 
Toomey was hit, he went back to the 
house where he had been visiting. Word 
was soon brought there that Toomey 
was dead, and then Hamilton hunted up 
the police and surrendered. 


One of the men who were with Toomey 


Bald that Hamilton reproached Toomey 
for using loud words and profane lan- 
IHJage, and after the two men had had 
hot words, the shooting took place. 
They admitted, however, that Hamilton 
wai-ned Toomey not to come near him, 
but Toomey started to rush at him, and 
then 
HamiMon 
fired. 
An autopsy 


showed that the man had been shot 
through the heart. 


Hamilton is 46 years old, and married; 


Toomey was 23 years old and unmarried.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—Tho obtaining 


of good friends, which most look upon as a 
matter of happy accident, Dr. Taluago in 
this sermon shows to be a matter ot Intel- 
ligent selection; text, Proverbs jtvlll, 34, 
"A man that bathfrlcndsimiit ihon him- 
self friendly." 


About the' sacred and divine art of mak- 


ing and keeping friends I speak—a sub- 
ject on which I never heard of any one 
preaching—and yet Ood thought it of 
enough importance to put It in the middle 
of tho Biblo, those writings of Solomon, 
boundod on ono sldo by tbo popular psalm 
of David, and on tho other by the writings 
of Isaiah, tho greatest of tho prophets. It 
Boemsall a mattprof haphazard how luuny 
friends we havo or whether wo have any 
friends at all, but there is nothing acci- 
dental about it. There is a law which 
governs tho accretion and dispersion ot 
friendships. They did" not "just happen 
so" any more than tho tides just happen 
to rise or fall or the sun just happens to 
rise or sot. It is a science, an art, a Qod 
given regulation. 
' Tell me how friendly yon ore to others, 
and I will toll you how friendly others are 
to you. I do not say you will not have 
enemies. Indeed tho best way to got ar- 
dent friends is to have ardent- enemies, if 
you get their enmity in doing tbo right 
thing. Good men and women will always 
have enemies, because their goodness is a 
perpetual rebuke to tfvil, but this antago- 
nism of foes will make more intense the 
love of your adherents. Tour friends will 
gather closer around you because of tbo at- 
tacks of your assailants. Tho more your 
enemies abuse you the better your coad- 
jutors will think of you. 


Oar Beat Friends. 


Tho best friends wo havo ever had ap- 


peared at somo juncture when wo were 
especially bombarded. There havo been 
times iu my life When unjust assault mul- 
tiplied my friends, as near as I could cal- 
culate, about SO a minute. You aro bound 
to somo people by many cords that neither 
timo nor eternity can break, and I will 
warrant that many of thoso cords wero 
twisted by hands malevolent. Human na- 
ture was shipwrecked about 50 centuries 
ago, the captain of that craft, one Adam, 
and bis first mate running the famous 
cargo aground oh a snag in the river Hid- 
dokel. But there was at least one good 
trait of human nature that waded safely 
ashore from that shipwreck, and that is 
tho disposition to take the part of those 
unfairly dealt with. When it Is thorough- 
ly demonstrated that some ono is being 
persecuted, although at the start slander- 
ous tongue^ wore busy enough, defenders 
finally gather around as thick ns honey- 
bees on a trellis of bruised honeysuckle. 


If when set upon by tiio furies you can 


often qubtwj; "VVBoi* Won u an muon 
smoke there must bnsoniu firo." Look at 
all the stAOko forbears around Jonuor, tbe 
iutrodnoer of taooluatlon; and tho smoke 
ajronnd Columbus, tho discoverer; and tho 
smoke around Martin Luther and Savona- 
rola and Qalllw and Paul and John and 
tell me where wts the flrel That le one 
of the satanio arbr, to make smoke without 
flro. Slander, 1UB the world, may bo 
made out of nothing. If tho Christian, 
fair minded, common seminal spirit In re- 
gard to other* predominated In tho world, 
we should have the millennium in about 
six weeks, for would not thut be lamb and 
lion, cow and leopard, lying down togeth- 
er? Nothing but tho grace of God can 
over put us Into such a habit of mind and 
heart aa that. Tho tendency Is In tho op- 
posite direction. 
This Is tho way tho 


World talks: I put my narno on tho back 
of a man's note, and I bad to pay It, and 
I will never again put my nanio on tho 
back of any man's noto. I gave a beggar 
10 cents, anil live iplnutos after I saw him 
entering a liquor sioro to spend it; I will 
never again give a cent to a beggar. I 
helped that young man start in business, 
and, 10, after awhile ho cauio and opened 
a store nlmo»(j next door tp mo and stole 
my customer?! Iwillnov^r again help a 
young man to start lu business. I trusted 
in what my neighbor promised to do, and 
ho broke his word, and tbo psalmist was 
right before ho corrected himself, for "all 
men are liars." So men becomo suspi- 
cious and saturnine and selfish, and at ev. 
ory additional wrong dono them they put 
ancthor layer on tho wall of their otolu. 
slvenoss and anothor bolt to the door that 
Shuts thSrn out from sympathy with tho 
world. They get cheated out of $1,000 or 
inlsintci,-ct«dot disappointed or betrayed, 
and higher gics tho wall and faster goes 
another bolt, not realizing that while they 
lock others out they look themselves in, 
and some day they wake up to hud them- 
selves Imprisoned ih a dasbirdly habit. 
No friends to others, others aro no friends 
to them. There's an island half way bo- 
tweoh England, Scotland and Ireland call 
ed the Isle of Man, and tho seas dash 
against all sides of it, and I am told there 
is no more lovely place than that Islo 01 
Man, but when a man becomes Insular in 
his disppsition and cuts himself off from 
tho malnlatad Of tho world's sympathies 
he is despicable, and all around him is aa 
Atlantic ocean of selfishness. Behold that 
Islo of Man.

1S95, when that organization defeated 
the London Athletic club contingent in 
each of the 11 events on the programme. 


It was understood at that time that 


there would be a return match in Lon- 
don the following year, but after a little 
flpsultory talk and some recriminatory 
remaiks in the papers regarding the 
status of the amateurs of both coun- 
cries the matter nas dropped. 


At pi esent athletics are in a very 


flourishing condition in England, and 
some really remarkable performances 
have recently been credited to her 
champions.

It would do much in its own 
line to strengthen the present good feel- 
ing existing between this nation and 
Great Britain and would be of especial 
interest on account of the international 
yacht race for the America's cup, which 
Is scheduled to take place next Septem- 
ber. 


At the present tune the British have 


some fiist class athletes in all branches. 
While it may be true that among their 
si nnters there is none with a record 
better than 10 seconds for the century, 
it is sffe to say that no American can 
go there and 'run the 100 yards in the 
record time of this side. This being so, 
it would be highly interesting to have 
the best amateur sprinter we have go 
across and compete w ith Cooper, the 
amateur champion over there. Cooper 
is a sound, "even time" man and will 
take a lot of beatint? by runners who 
are credited with having negotiated the 
distance in 9 4-5 seconds on this &ide. 
Welsh, the mile amateur champion, is 
a Scotchman who will give the bett 
miler we can send over ail the running 
desired. 


In the broad jump our best man is 


probably Myer Prinstein, who holds the 
American record of 23 feet 8% inches. 


Even if he should duplicate- that, which 
is doubtful under unfamiliar climatic 
conditions, the Britishers have a man 
who is credited \\ ith having accom- 
plished nearly a foot better. W. J. M. 
Newburn of Dublin university is by 
long odds the greatest broad jumper 
known to athletic annals. 


At the English amateur championship 


games held on the Stamford Bridge 
grounds, London, Newburn won at 23 
feet 7 Inches. 
At the international 


match, Ireland against Scotland, at the 
Ball's Bridge grounds, Dublin, he clear- 
ed 24 feet Vj inch, and at the Mullingar 
games, two days later, on July IS, he 
eclipsed all his previous remarkable per- 
formances by covering 24 feet 6% inches. 
Marvelous as the n^w record is, there ia 
no doubt as to its genuineness. Be- 
sides his wonderful abilities as a jumper 
Newburn is a fine all round athlete. He 
is over 6 feet 3 inches in height, weighs 
in athletic costume 190 pounds and is a 
grand specimen of young Irish man- 
hood. 


The above mentioned men, together 


with Fitz-Herbert, Morgan, Kieley and 
Relf, would form the nucleus of a team 
which it would be hard.to beat on home 
ground. 


Still the American team would do 


credit to any club or nation and would 
be absolutely invincible in this country. 
The question is how would the voyage 
and the English climate affect them. 
The New York Athletic club would 
probably include in its team all the 
best men in the country. Among the 
sprinters Rush. Wefers and Maybury 
are probably the three fastest 100 yaid 
men in the world, each of them having 
done better than even time In competi- 
tion. 


Among the 220 yard runners M. W 


Long is probably the fastest man, 
though either of the above trio would 
be hard to beat. T. E. Burke of Bos- 
ton is a splendid quarter miler and is 
also the A. A. tT. champion half miler. 


A. C. Kraenzlein of the Chicago Ath- 


letic association is a hurdler who is not 
yjet at his best, but for all that he has 
already beaten several world's records 
over the sticks and would be one of the 
most formidable men on the team. Shel- 
don, the weight thrower.and John Flan- 
ngan, with the hammer, also hold 
world's records. 


W. B. Fetterman, the champion walk- 


er; R. G. Clapp, the pole vaulter; C. F. 
Cregan, F. W. Jarvis, J. K. Baxter and 
others make up a team that will at any 
rate make it interesting for the Brit- 
ishers. On form the Americans would 
seem to have the better of the argu- 
mpnt, but when the fact that the games, 
if held, will occur in England is taken 
into account the indications are that 
the contest would be a very evenly 
fought affair, with an advantage prob- 
ably to the ultimate victors of but a 
point or two.

The jewels and other objects present- 


ed to Johanna Heiberg, at one time the 
greatest of Danish actresses, are also 
to be exhibited, along with a complete 
reproduction of the study of Adam 
Oehlenschlaeger just as it was when he 
wrote the work*! with which his fame is 
chiefly associated. Hans Christian An- 
dersen comes in for his share of honor 
in this exhibition devoted to a survey 
of the history of the theater In Den- 
mark.

sale change in the point table for the 
championship. 
Eddie Bald, the four 


time champion of the United States, for 
the first time rode in his true form at 
a national meet and at the end of th« 
week emerged ahead of all competitors. 
From present appearances it looks as 
though the Buffalo boy will maintain 
his present position to the end of the 
season. However, as a matter of fact 
the honors of the meet were carried oft 
by Floyd McFarland, the lanky Califor- 
nian, who gained 100 points to 90 cap- 
tured by the Bison. This he accom- 
plished by getting a first and second 
In tho championship, while Bald only 
secured a first and third. 


It is in the middle distance game, 


however, that the greatest surprises of 
the year have occurred. Had any one 
predicted that the records would be 
broken ^ ith such amazing frequency 
and with such deep cuts as has been 
the case he would have been laughed 
at.

lore, and' he has proved himself a rival 
worthy of any one's metal. He showed 
the greatest burst of speed exhibited 
yet when he rode a mile in 1:323-5, the 
fastest mile ever negotiated by man. 
He was also the first rider to cover over 


• miles in the hour. 
Harry Elkes, too, must certainly he 


regarded as a wonder. Practically with- 
out experience the lad entered the game 
against the men acknowledged as the 
best in the woild, and not only beat 
them but broke all world's records for 
the distance and also covered more 
miles in the hour than any other rider. 


The struggle for the championship 


between these five men is getting flercei 
anil fiercer as the season draws to a 
close. A series of races is to be run In 
order to find out who is really the pre- 
mier. These contests will arouse tre- 
mendous interest throughout the coun- 
rry and will attract thousands to wit- 
ness them. They will be three cornered 
affairs. The purses will be very large, 
and an enormous amount of money will 
be wagered on Che result. 


Michael siiould i prove the champion 


at the end of this season. There are 
several reasons why, barring accidents 
and other unforeseen circumstances, h^ 
should gain first honors. Last year ho 
had things pretty nearly his own way 
This year he has had reverses, but they 
are, directly traceable to accidents in 
each case. The little fellow was not a 
bit put out by these setbacks, but camp 
up smiling, just as confident as ever of 
his ability to boat any opponent and 
just as willing to back that opinion 
\vith money. He has had more experi- 
ence than any other man on the track, 
and this is a point that counts for 
much in following pace, where the 
slightest mistake may cause a defeat. 
In every race that he has entered he 
has shown himself able to follow* the 
pace set no matter how terrific or long 
sustained, which some of the other rid- 
ers have shown they cannot do at all 
times. He is handled by a man who is 
acknowledged to be the peer of any one 
in the business and has a staff of pace- 
makers as fast and well trained as any 
in America, which last is perhaps the 
most important factor. All things con- 
sidered, the little Welshman, when he 
retires from the cycle racing arena to 
become a jockey at the end of this sea- 
son, should carry off with him the 
trophy for middle distance racing in 
189$. 


The American public has unmistaka- 


bly shown on more than one occasion 


that it will not patronize cr tolerate 
match races at which the French style 
of loafing or jockeying Is permitted. 
The Bald-Cooper match at Indianapolis 
was nmple proof of that fact. There was 
a continual round of hisses from the 
grand stand. It was, from the French 
point of,view, however, an ideal race, 
and many critics and experts who wit- 
nessed it said it was the greatest race 
ever run on a cycle path, although the 
time was ridiculously slow. Our public 
doesn't want that sort of work, but 
pays its money to see heats run oft* In 
lightning-like style, with big multicycles 
swinging round the tiack at full speed. 
Managers of these affairs would do well 
to take the hint and give them sui-h ex- 
hibitions before the interest declines 
and people refrain from paying to see 
them.
